SOME ALARMING RUMORS. 
O m ah a , ^eb., Jan. 5.-—Specials from 
Gordon, Neb., say that two scouts just 
arrived there confirm the report of a 
battle Saturday. 
The first reports 
were to the effect that a battle was 
raging about ten miles northeast of 
Gordon. 
The 
booming of cannon 
oould be heard distinctly. 
Every­ 
body 
is 
under 
arms 
and 
the 
wildest excitement exists. 
The fight 
was between the Indians and a de­ 
tachm ent sent out by (General Miles 
from Rosebud agency to bury the dead 
Indians killed at Wounded Knee battle 
on December 29. 
The hostile Sioux 
objected to the burial of their dead by 
the pale-faced foe and 
opened fire. 
After desperate and sharp firing of the 
Hotchkiss gun they were forced to re­ 
turn to the protection of the friendly 
ravines. No deaths were reported. 
P in e R id g e , S. D ., via Rushville, 
Neb., Jan. 5.—The Indian arm y is 
working itself into a fury dancing the 
ghost dance and preparing for a big 
battle. 
Hundreds are crazy in their ex­ 
citement and ready for any thing. 
General Miles' letter was burned 
answer sent that they did not w ant 
to hear any peace 
talk, but were 
ready and anxious to fight. Their host 
numbers oyer 4,000, a large propor­ 
tion belonging to other agencies. The 
Pine Ridge Indians are more friendly 
than any of the rest. Shots were fired 
by the pickets at intervals all Saturday 
n ig h t Two fire arrows were throw n 
into yards from adjoining ravines, hut 
no damage done. 
Peace talk will ac­ 
complish nothing with these frenzied 
dancers. They will fight to the death. 
Half-breeds and squaw-men are leaving 
for the railroad, saying th at they know 
w hat is coming and don’t propose to re­ 
main. This war will not be ended ex­ 
cept by one of the bloodiest in the his­ 
tory of Indian warfare. 
Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 5.—Specials to 
the Journal from Pine Ridge confirm 
the report of an engagement between 
General Carr’s command and the In­ 
dians on White river. I t is believed no 
one was killed, though several 
were wounded. 
An Indian courier 
brings 
a 
message 
from 
the 
hostile camp, the substance of which 
is a demand th at all soldiers withdraw 
from the locality, and further th at they 
will treat with no one for peace but the 
Vice-President of the United States or 
the Commissioner of Indian, Affairs. 
This message came direct from the 
hitherto supposed friendly Chief Red 
Cloud. Roving bands continue to scour 
the country in the vicinity of Pine 
Ridge. A man named Miller, formerly 
a Government herder, was found five 
miles from the agency, his body rid­ 
dled with bullets. Many persona com­ 
ing in tell of narrow escapes. The In­ 
dian training school at Pine Ridge 
burned Friday night, no loss of life re­ 
sulting. 
The refugees admit th at the number 
of Indians killed in the White Clay bat­ 
tle of Tuesday was large. The effect of 
the ghost-dance delusion is seen in the 
fact th at the Indians make no attem pt 
to remove their dead from the battle­ 
field or to care for the wounded. Their 
idea is that every one who is killed or 
dies from his wound is in big luck 
will turn into buffalo, etc. 
S ta n d in g R o c k A g e n c y , N. D.t Jan. 
5.—On the issue of rations Saturday it 
was discovered that a large num ber of 
the bucks who received their supplies 
here had disappeared, and on close 
questioning

the 
fact 
came 
out 
that 
they had gathered 
together 
what 
rations 
they 
could 
conveniently 
carry on their ponies and moved south­ 
ward toward the several hostile 
making a stand in the Bad Lands. It 
can not be learned how many have 
deserted the agency, but a count of 
those in for rations indicates th at there 
art from 
8,000 to 
12,000 of them 
armed with Winchesters and knives. 
A 
movement 
is 
already on foot 
to round them up before they join 
Southern bands, but it is believed they 
have sufficient start to be in the hostile 
camp before the cavalry can overtake 
them. The savages know the Hills 
country thoroughly, and doubtless have 
guides from the camp of Two Strike 
and Short Bull. 
The Indians here openly charge the 
whites with treachery in the killing of 
Sitting Bull and say they would aa 
soon be shot down on the battle-field 
as slaughtered in peace. Even the In­ 
dians who have professed the greatest 
friendship for the Great Father are 
becoming restless 
and it is hourly 
feared that they will go to w ar in 
body, which would be a serious m atter 
for the agency, as there are now very 
few soldiers at Fort Yates to protect 
the whites in this vicinity. 
P in e R id g e , Jan. 5.—General Miles 
has recommended that Agent Hoyer be 
removed and Captain Doughtery of the 
First Infantry placed in charge. Gem. 
Miles has also asked the President 
to 
remove 
the 
agents 
a t 
the 
Cheyenne, 
Standing 
Rock 
*n<i 
Rosebud 
agencies. Captain 
E. 
P. 
Ewens of the Fifth, Captain J. M. Lee 
of the Ninth and Captain T. F. Pierce 
of the First are recommended for these 
places respectively. 
General MU** 
thinks this will restore peace and h ar­ 
mony. The Indians are slowly starv­ 
ing to death but an army officer could 
soon supply food. 
W a s h in g to n , 
Jan. 
5.—A reporter 
called the attention of the Commis­ 
sioner of Indian Affairs to the reports 
from Pine Ridge saying th at General 
Miles had recommended the removal of 
the Indian agents a t Pine Ridge 
other places and to the statem ent th*t 
the 
Indians were 
slowly 
starving 
to death. 
The . Commissioner said 
th at so far as 
the 
agents 
were 
concerned 
there 
was 
no 
evi­ 
dence th at there had been any dishon­ 
esty on their part in distributing sup­ 
plies- He said he was preparing for pub­ 
lication a full statem ent of the amount 
of supplies voted by Congress and dis­ 
tributed to the Indians. The Commis­ 
sioner has submitted to the President 
a statem ent covering the question of 
the charge made th at the agreements 
w ith the Indians have not been ful­ 
filled. 
C h ic a g o , Jan. 5.—General Miles from 
his headquarters in the field in the 
heart of the Indian troubles hat tele­ 
graphed to Colonel Henry C. Corbin, th# 
Adjutant-General of the division of th# 
Missouri, stationed at division told- 
Quarters in this dtr. ordering him to 


proceed at once to report for duty on 
the scene of action. Colonel Corbin is 
General Miles’ chief of staff and bas 
taken active part aa an officer of the 
line in many campaigns against hostile 
Indians in the Northwest. 
O m ah a , Neb., Jan. 5.—Three com­ 
panies of militia from interior towns 
were sent Saturday morning to defend 
the towns near the Sioux Indian reser­ 
vation. 
M a so n C ity , la., Jan. 5.—The Sixth 
Regiment, Iowa National Guards, the 
strongest in the State, Colonel Benton 
commanding, has been ordered to hold 
itself in readiness to march to the 
frontier for service against the Indians. 


AN ALMOST TRAGIC THRM INA 
TION OF A HONEYMOON- 


KILLED BY A LAW-MAKER.

G u th r ie , O. T., Jan. 5.—Representa­ 
tive I. N. Terrill, of Payne County, on 
Saturday murdered G. W. Embree of 
the same county on the street in this 
city. The trouble grew out of a contest 
over Terrill’s homestead. Terrill was 
charged with being a “sooner” and 
Embree bad so testified before the 
United States 
Land 
Office. 
After 
leaving the witness-stand Embree w ent 
upon the street, followed by Terrill, 
who commenced firing at once, empty­ 
ing five chambers of his revolver into 
the body of Embree, killing him almost 
instantly. Great excitement prevails, 
and to protect Terrill a guard has been 
placed in charge of the place where he 
is now a prisoner. Both men were 
farmers and lived about twenty-five 
miles northeast of this place. 


GERMANY'S BOLD MOVE.

S a n F ra n c is c o , Jan. 5.—The schooner 
W. F. Beebe arrived

the Marshall Islands, bringing intel­ 
ligence tending to confirm the rumor 
th at the German Government had taken 
possession of the islands. The schooner 
reports that the chiefs were compelled 
to sign a petition requesting Germany to 
establish a protectorate over the g ro up. 
One chief, however, who declared him­ 
self in favor of allegiance only to the 
United States, refused to sign the peti­ 
tion, which has been fom ented to Ber­ 
lin. A German cruiser is stationed a t 
Joluit, and the German agent has an­ 
nounced th at the islanders will be re­ 
quired to pay a yearly tax on copra.

Be Describes a Forward Movement—The 
Conflict Between Right Mid Wrong. 
Christians Should Not Lose Courage, 
but Should Press on to Victory. 


Brooklyn, Jan. 4.—Dr. Talmage’# 
New Year’s sermon is a ringing battle 
cry to ministers and Christians every* 
where, calling upon them to join in a 
combined charge on the intrenchments 
of sin and Satan. 
It made a deep im­ 
pression on the vast crowds who heard 
it in this city this morning, and at The 
Christian Herald service to-night in j 
New York. The enthusiasm at the lat- j 
ter service was increased by the effect- I 
ive aid rendered by a largo volunteer 
choir which has been organized from 
the audiences, who sung with a volume 
and fervor seldom equaled. After the 
singing of the hymn commencing, 
Come, Holy Spirit, heavenly dove. 
With all thy quickening powers, 
Dr. Talmage preached the following 
sermon from the text Lake xxiv, 49, 
•‘Tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem un­ 
til ye be endued with power from on 
high.” 
For a few months, in the providence 
of God, I have two pulpits, one in Brook­ 
lyn and the other in New York, and 
through the kindness of the printing 
press an ever widening opportunity. 
To all such hearers and readers I come 
with an especial message. The time 
has arrived for a forward movement 
such as the church and the world have 
never seen. That there is a need for 
such a religious movement is evident 
from the fact that never since our 
world was swung out among the planets 
has there been such an organized and 
determined effort to overthrow right­ 
eousness and make the Ten Command­ 
ments obsolete and the whole Bible a 
derision. Meanwhile alcoholism is tak­ 
ing down its victims by the hundreds 
of thousands, and the political parties 
get down on their knees, practically 
saying: “O thou almighty rum jug! we 
bow down before thee. Give us the 
offices, city, state and national. Oh, 
give vis the offices and we will worship 
thee for ever and ever, Amen.” 
The Christian Sabbath meanwhile, 
appointed for physical, mental and 
spiritual rest, is being secularized and 
abolished. 
As if the bad publishing 
bouses of our own country had ex­ 
hausted their literary filth, the French 
and Russian sewers have been invited 
to pour their scurrility and moral slush 
into the trough where our American 
swine are now wallowing. Meanwhile 
there are enough houses of infamy in 
all our cities, open and unmolested of 
the law, to invoke the omnipotent 
wrath which buried Sodom under a 
deluge of brimstone. The pandemo- 
aiac world, I think, has massed its 
troops, and they are this moment ply­ 
ing their batteries upon family circles, 
church circles, social circles, political 
circles and national circles. Apollyon 
is in tile saddle, and, riding at the head 
af his myrmidons, would capture t.hia 
world for darkness and woe.

But power from on the level is 
not sufficient. Power from on high is 
what we need to take possession of us. 
Power straight from God. Supernat­ 
ural power, omnipotent power, all con­ 
quering power. 
Not more than one 
out of a thousand of the ministers has 
it continuously. 
Not more than one 
out of ten thousand Christians has it 
all the time. 
Given in abundance, 
these last ten years of the Nineteenth 
century would accomplish more for 
God, and the church, and the world 
than the previous ninety years of this 
century. 
POWER FROM ON HIGH. 
A few men and women in each age 
of the world have possessed it. 
Caro­ 
line Fry, the immortal Quakeress, had 
it, and three hundred of the depraved 
and suffering of Newgate prison under 
her exhortation repented and believed. 
Jonathan Edwards had it, and North­ 
ampton meeting house heard the out­ 
burst of religious emotion as he spake 
of righteousness and judgment to come. 
Samuel Bndgett, the Christian mer­ 
chant, had it, and his benefactions 
showered the world. John Newton had 
it Bishop Latimer had it. 
Isabella 
Graham had it. Andrew Fuller had it. 
The great evangelists, Daniel Baker 
and Dr. Nettleton and Tinman Osborn 
and Charles G. Finney, had it. 
In my 
boyhood I saw Truman Osborn rise to 
preach in the village church at Somer­ 
ville, N. J., and before he had given 
out his text or uttered a word people ir 
the audience sobbed aloud with relig 
ious emotion. It was the power from 
on high. All in greater or less degree 
may have it. 
Onoegetit and nothing 
can stand before you. 
Satan goes 
down. 
Caricature goes down. Infi­ 
delity goes down. Worldliness goes 
down. All opposition goes down. 
Several times in the history of tim 
church and the world has thia power 
from on high been demonstrated. In 
the Seventeenth century, after a great 
season of moral depression, this power 
from on high came down upon John 
Tillotson and Owen and Flavel and 
Baxter and Bunyan, and there was a 
deluge of mercy higher than the tops 
of the highest mountains of sin. In the 
Eighteenth century, in England and 
America, religion was at a low water 
mark. William Cowper, writing of the 
clergy of those days, said: 
Except a few with Eli s spirit blest, 
Hophni and Phineas may describe the rest. 
The infidel writings of Shaftesbury 
and Hobbes and Chubb had done their 
work. But power from on high came 
upon both the Wesleys and Lady Hunt- 
ngton on the other side the Atlantic, 
and upon William Tennant and Gilbert 
Tennant and David Brainerd on this 
ride the Atlantic, and both hemispheres 
felt the tread of a pardoning God. 
Coming to later date there may be 
here and there in this audience an aged 
man or woman who can remember 
New York in 1831, when this power 
from on high descended most won­ 
drously. It came upon pastors and 
congregations and theatres and com­ 
mercial 
establishments. 
Chatham 
Street theatre, New York, was the 
scene of a most tremendous religious 
awakening. 
A committee of Christian gentlemen 
called upon the lessee of the theatre 
and said they would like to buy the 
lease of the theatre. He said, “What 
do you want it for?” They replied, 
“For a church.” “For wh-a-a-t?” said 
the owner. 
“For. a church,” was the 
reply. The owner said, “You may 
have it, and I will give you a thousand 
dollars to help you on with your 
work.” Arthur Tappan, a man might­ 
ily persecuted in his time, but a man, 
as I saw him in his last days, as honest 
and pure aud good as any man I ever 
knew, stepped on the stage of old 
Chatham theatre as the actors were 
closing their morning rehearsal, and 
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said, “There will be preaching here to­ 
night on this stage,” and then gave out 
and sang with such people as were 
there the old hymn: 
the voice of free grace cries, escape to the mount­ 
ain. 
For all that believe Christ has opened a fountain. 
A BARROOM MADE A FRAYER ROOM. 
The barroom of the theatre was 
turned into a prayer room, and eight 
hundred persons were present at the 
first meeting. For seventy successive 
nights religious services were held 
in that theatre, and such scenes of 
mercy and salvation as will be subjects 
of conversation and congratulation 
among the ransomed in glory as long 
as heaven lasts. But I come to a later 
rime—1857—remembered by many who 
are here. I remember it especially as 
I had just entered the office of the min­ 
istry. It was a year of hard times. A 
great panic had flung hundreds of 
thousands of people penniless. Starva­ 
tion entered habitations that had never 
before known a want. Domestic life, 
in many cases, became a tragedy. Sui­ 
cide, garroting, burglary, assassination 
were rampant. What an awful day 
that was when the banks went down! 
There has been nothing like it in thirty 
years, and I pray God there may not 
be anything like it in the next thirty 
centuries. Talk about your Black Fri­ 
days! It was Black Saturday, Black 
Sunday, Black Monday, Black Tues­ 
day, Black Wednesday, Black Thurs­ 
day as well as Black Friday. 
This nation in its extremity fell help­ 
less before the Lord and cried for par­ 
don and peace, and upon ministers and 
laymen the power from on high de­ 
scended. Engine houses, warerooms, 
hotel parlors, museums, factories from 
12 to I o’clock while the operatives 
were resting, were opened for prayers 
and sermons and inquiry rooms, and 
Burton’s old theatre on Chambers 
street, where our ancestors used to as­ 
semble to laugh at the comedies, and 
all up and down the streets, and out 
on the docks and on the deck of ships 
lying at the wharf, people sang, “All 
hail the power of Jesus’ name,” while 
others cried for mercy. A great mass 
meeting of Christians on a week day, 
in Jaynes hall, Philadelphia, tele­ 
graphed to Fulton street prayer meet­ 
ing in New York, saying, “What hath 
God wrought f* and a telegram went 
back, saying, ’‘Two hundred souls 
saved at our meeting today.” 


into our harbor, the captain rep o rtin g 
that himself and all the crew had been 
converted to God between New Or­ 
leans and New York. 
In the busiest 
marts of our busiest American cities, 
where the worshipers of Mammon had 
been counting their golden beads, men 
began to calculate, “What "hall it 
profit a man if he gain the whole world 
and lose his soul?” The waiters in res­ 
taurants after the closing of their day’s 
work knelt among the tables where 
they had served. 
Policemen asked 
consent of the commissioners of police 
to be permitted to attend religions 
meetings. 
At Albany members of the New York 
legislature assembled in the room of 
the court of appeals at half past 8 
o’clock in the morning for prayer and 
praise 
Printed invitations were sent 
out to tile firemen of New York saying, 
“Come as suits your convenience best, 
whether in fire or citizens’ dress, but 
come! come!” Quarrymen knelt among 
the rocks. Fishermen knelt in their 
boats. Weavers knelt among the looms. 
Sailors knelt among the hammocks. 
Schoolmasters knelt among their classes. 
A gentleman traveling said there was a 
line of prayer meetings from Omaha to 
Washington city, and he might have 
fled a line of prayer meetings from 
Atlantic to the Pacific coast, and 
from the St. Lawrence to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 
T its REVIVAL OF 1857. 
In those days what songs, what ser­ 
mons, what turnings to God, what re­ 
citals of thrilling experiences, what prod­ 
igals brought home, what burning tid­ 
ings of souls saved, what serfdom of 
sin emancipated, what wild rout of the 
forces of darkness, what victories for 
the truth! What millions on earth 
and in heaven are now thanking God 
for 1857, which, though the year of 
worst financial calamity, was the year 
of America’s most glorious blessing 
How do you account for 1857, its spirit­ 
ual triumphs on the heels of its worldly 
misfortune? It was what my text calls 
the power from on high. 
That was thirty-three years ago, and 
though there have been in various 
parts of the land many stirrings of the 
Holy Ghost there has been no general 
awakening. Does it not seem to you 
that we ought to have and may have 
the scenes of power in 1857 eclipsed by 
the scenes of power in 1891? The cir­ 
cumstances are somewhat 
similar. 
While we have not had national panic 
and universal prostration as in 1857, 
there lias been a stringency in the 
money market that has put many of 
the families of the earth to their wits’ 
end. Large commercial interests col­ 
lapsing have left multitudes of em­ 
ployes without means of support. The 
racked brains of business men have al­ 
most or entirely given way. New illus­ 
trations all over the land of the fact 
that riches have not only feet, on 
which they walk slowly as they come, 
but wings on which they speed when 
they go. Eternal God I thou knowest 
how cramped aud severe and solemn a 
time it is with many. And as the 
business ruin of 1857 was followed by 
the glorious triumphs of grace, let the 
awful struggles of 1890 be followed by 
the hallelujahs of a nation saved in 
1891. 
Brethren in the Gospel ministry! if 
we spent half os much time in prayer 
as we do in the preparation of our ser­ 
mons nothing could stand before us. 
We would have the power from on 
high as we never had it. Private mem­ 
bership of all Christendom! if we spent 
Bali as much time in positive prayer 
br this influence as we do in thinking 
itoreut it and talking about it, there 
wold not be secretaries enough to 
take down the names of those who 
woald want to give in their names for 
mlistment. 
We would have hundreds of cases 
ike those recently reported when a 
nan said to an evangelist: “I am alost 
dimer. Prey for me. 
My wife has 
t>een a professor of religion for years, 
but I knew she did not enjoy religion, 
md I said if that was all there was in 
religion I did not want it. But for the 
last few days she has looked and acted 
In such an elevated and glorious spirit 
that I cannot stand it away from God. 
I want the same religion that inspires 
ber.” Cornel Come! all through the 
United States, and all through Christen­ 
dom, and all around the world, let us 
Nil join hands in holy pledge that we 
will call upon God for the power. Oh, 
Cor the power from on high, the power 
that came on Pentecost, yea, for ten 
iiousand Pentecostal Such times will 
some, and they will come in our day if 
we have the faith, and the prayer, and 
the consecration. 
WST NOT THE REVIVAL OF 1891! 
As the power from on high in 1857 
was more remarkable in academies of 
music and lyceum halls and theatres 
than in churches, why not this winter 
of 1891 in these two academies of 
music, places of secular entertainment 
where we are daring the rebuilding of 
our Brooklyn Tabernacle, so grandly 
md graciously treated by the owners 
sud lessors and lessees; why not ex­ 
pect and why not have the power 
from on high, comforting power, arous­ 
ing power, convicting power, convert 
Ing power, saving power, omnipotent 
power? My opinion is that in this dus­ 
ter of cities by the Atlantic coast there 
sre 500,000 people now ready to accept 
the gospel call, if, freed from all the 
conventionalities of the church, it were 
earnestly and with strong faith pre­ 
sented to them. 
In these brilliant assemblies there are 
hundreds who are not frequenters of 
churches, and who do not believe much 
if at all in ministers of religion or ecole 
siastical organizations. But God knows 
you have struggles in which you need 
help and bereavements in which you 
want solace, and persecutions in which 
you ought to have defense, and per­ 
plexities in which you need guidance, 
md with a profound thoughtfulness 
you stand by the grave of the old year, 
and the cradle of the young year, won­ 
dering where you will be and what you 
will be when “rolling years shall cease 
to move.” 
Power from on high descend upon 
them! Men of New Torii and Brook­ 
lyn, I offer you God and heaven! From 
tile day you came to these cities what 
a struggle you have had! I can tell 
from your careworn countenances, and 
the tears in your eyes, and the deep 
tigh you have just breathed that you 
want reinforcement, and here it is, 
greater than Blucher when he re­ 
enforced Wellington, greater than the 
Bank of England when last month it 
reinforced the Barings—namely, the 
God who through Jesus Christ is ready 
to pardon all your sin, comfort all your 
sorrows, scatter all your doubts, and 
swing all the shining gates et heaven 
J wide open before yqjjr re&ewgj spirit. 


Come into the~&tagdbm oi God I Wit fl­ 
out a half second of delay come in! 
Many of my hearers today are what 
the world calls and what I woald call 
splendid fellows, and they seem happy 
snough, and are jolly and obliging, and 
f I Were in trouble I would go to them 
with as much confidence as I woald to 
my father if he were yet alive. 
Bat 
when they go to their rooms at night, 
mr when the excitements of social and 
miriness life are off, they are not con­ 
tent, and they want something better 
than this world can offer. I under­ 
stand them so well I would, without 
say fear of being thought rough, put 
my right hand on their one shoulder 
and my left hand on their other shoul­ 
der, and push them into the kingdom 
of God. But I cannot Power from 
on high, lay hold of them! 
Yearn ago, at tile close of a religious 
service in Brooklyn Tabernacle, a gen­ 
tleman, most distinguished in appear­ 
ance and with remarkable cerebral de­ 
velopment, came forward with his wife 
and daughter, and said to me in a most 
courteous and elegant way, “Let me 
Introduce you to my wife and daughter, 
who wish some counsel in regard to re­ 
ligious matters,” and the three sat 
down. After I had conversed with the 
wife and daughter I turned to the gen­ 
tleman and said, “Perhaps you have 
some interest yourself in these matter*?” 
“None whatever,” was the reply, polite 
yet firm. But before the meeting had 
dosed I saw his hand lifted to his fore­ 
head and his eyes dosed, and I said, 
“Sir, have you not changed your mind, 
and are you not thoughtful on this sub­ 
ject?” Herald: “I am. Since coming 
to this seat I have sought and found 
Christ as my Saviour, and I have but 
one desire more, and that is, before I 
leave this house to join my wife and 
daughter in making profession of the 
Christian religion. I have been known 
as on the wrong side long enough.”

A D epot, and Take Charge of Tho 
Shipping Schem e—Say* Thor* 
Is Money 
In It.

the purpose of shipping milk to Chicago 
consumers.

h 
e r e i n the neat finale. Ii aaa intended 
to hold e meeting here on Saturday af­ 
ternoon to talk over the matter, bat 
[si mote were too buoy preparing their 
tabs--co for the market eo that bot few 
put in an appearance, consequently no 
meeting was held. 
However, Mr. Phelps has thoroughly 
investigated the matter nod it convinced 
that the establishment of a milk depot 
in Janesville would be of great pecuniary 
benefit to dairymen and farmers, and a1 
so to the local milk consumers. 
“In case a milk depot ia established 
here,” said Mr. Phelps, “the wholesale 
price of milk in Chicago would be the 
riling price in Janesville. It now takes 
twelve wagons to distribute the milk to 
containers in Janesville. This work 
could be accomplished with si* wagons 
and a saving of from three thousand five 
-hundred to four thousand dollars a year 
The price of milk is now ruled by the 
Elgin dairies, and at the present time 
the price is fixed at one dollar a can of 
thirty-two quarts, delivered in Chicago 
Bock oonnty milk will sell 
st the 
same price. 
Admit 
that it will 
ooet five cents a can more for freight 
from Janesville, or twenty oents a can, 
Janesville producers would receive eight 
cents a can for their milk, or about two 
and shalt oents a quart, clear. This is 
more money than any of them are now 
making although selling it at a much 
greater price; There is a large quantity 
of milk in and around Janesville that 
does not reach a market, 
“I have been looking into this matter 
considerably of late, and I am convinced 
* that a milk depot here would be just the 
thing for the milk producers of this part 
of the county. 
IC arrangements can be 
made to indnoe enough farmers to come 
together and famish a aupyly of milk 
daily sufficient to load a oar, I will take 
hold of it, build a milk refrigerator at 
the depot sud make ti start in a new in­ 
dustry. There is no reason why Book 
oonnty milk should not go to Chicago 
and be sold as Book oonnty milk, instead 
of Elgin or Cr} etal Lake milk ss at 
present: 
‘ I tbell continne to work at the mat­ 
ter and if possible get the dairymen and 
farmers together and do something in 
this line, es I believe it is she best way 
for making and saving money by pro­ 
ducers and consumers.”
